Education 


must compliment the Minister in his 
changed attitude from last year. 
He gave us some useful and instruct- 
ive information in connection with his 
department, a procedure that all 
Ministers should follow. Of course 
he made the best of a bad job in re- 
plying to the criticisms of Mr. How- 
son. Hoe is a past master at satire 
and sarcasm, but the public expect 
more than that at the present time. 


The only reason I touch on mat- 
ters pertaining to the Department of 
Education is to try and get an ex- 
planation from the Minister in con- 
nection with some remarkable work- 
ings of his Department. It is the only 
department or institution that I have 
ever heard of that refuses a position 
to a teacher on account of too much 
education. Here we have a young lady 
three years University, with a B. A. 
Degree, refused permission to teach 
in a rural school. The Department 


ruling is that she is not permitted 
to teach the lower grades 1 to 7 
when a Normal graduate’, of one 


year’s training can teach from 1 to 
12. Surely if a Normal student can 
teach these grades, how much _ better 
can a University graduate perform 
the duties? Otherwise the extra time 
and money spent in the University 
training is wasted and in vain. 


Then we come to the formation of 
School Districts. Here again will be 
found cases where the action of of- 
ficials of this department are past all 
understanding. A School District is 
formed without any regard to the 
size of the district or to the conveni- 
ence of those included to attend the 
school. The new districts are gener- 
ally formed in the outlying territory 
where land is unproductive, and un- 
less within reasonable distance and 
passable roads it is most unfair to 
make the districts so large that sett- 
lers have to pay School Taxes that 
they can ill afford to—and get no 
benefit from the school. 


T have one case in the Norbuck 
School District where a family was 
included in the District, and if the 
roads werd open, which they are not,' 
the children would have to walk or 
drive between 6 to 7 miles, but it is 
12 miles the way they now have to 
go. Of course they cannot attend— 
and the parent in addition to pay- 
ing taxes has to pay tuition fees in 
another district, and board for the 
children, and the officials will do 
nothing. 

I was anxiously waiting for a 
statement from the Minister as to 
whether he proposes to amend the 
School Act by abolishing S.S.A. and 
B. of Sec. 157 relating to teachers’ 
contracts as asked unanimously by 
the recent Convention of School 
Trustees. I understand also that the 
teachers are opposed to these clauses, 
so that makes it unanimous as far as 
the contracting parties are concern- 
ed. The Minister .theréfore, can 
have no reasonable excuse for not 
acceding to this request, and we look 
forward to an amendment according: 
ly, 

Another resolution passed unani- 
mously at the Trustees’ Convention 
asked that the minimum _ teacher’s 
salary of $840 be reduced, or the 
minimum be abolished altogether. 
These men have the cause of educa- 
tion and of their schools at heart, 
and they would not hold the positions 
they do. When they ask for a reduc- 
tion in the minimum—it is because 
conditions demand it. Now an inspec- 
tor must approve of a reduction be- 
low the minimum. He likes to stand 
in with the teachers. The Dept., ap- 
parently does not want him to ap- 
prove of reduction. So he refuses. 
The buck is passed. He blames the 
Department, and the Department 
blames him. When other — salaries 
are being reduced I cannot see how 
the teachers can escape. I have a 
great deal of sympathy with them, 
but they are victims of present con- 
ditions in two ways. An overproduc- 


Conditions will right themselves in 
these respects and the salaries will 
again return to normal figures. 

Then the Minister speaks with 
pride about the number of two-room 
Rural or Consolidated Schools. From 
what I have heard I cannot see how 
the ratepayers in these School Dis- 
tricts can carry on, as the’ school 
taxes are beyond the limit of the 
taxpayers to pay and their land will 
be confiscated flor taxes—which runs 
from $50.00 to $100.00 per quarter, 
and the accumulated taxes in some 
cases are ‘getting very close to the 
present vaule of the land. Food and 
clothing must come before taxes and 
it is necessary that the taxation bur- 
den in this respect must be greatly 
reduced. While reduced expenditure 
is the order of the day, a reduction in 
the School Grants must not be made. 

Much hardship and inconvenience 
has been caused outlying School Dis- 
tricts by the new valuation recently 
made, which has increased the as- 


sessment in many cases, resultimg 
in a reduction of the Equalization 
grants. 


There is no reason or excuse at 
this time to-increase assessments. I 
would ask the Minister to re-estab- 
lish the former grants in the districts 
affected. 

Relief 

Mention is made in the Speech 
from the Throne of Relief and Re- 
lief Work. I have some criticism to 
offer in the way it has been carried 
out, 

First ,there is one matter I wish 
to call to the attention of the Minis- 
ter. His officials took a strong stand 
on the question of concentrating road 
work, with the result that Relief 
Work did not provide the relief it 
was intended to, or that it should 
have done. Better results may be 
obtained by spending large sums on 
a small number of locations, but from 
the settlers point of view, small sums 
spent on a‘ large number of locations 
would have been infinitely more de- 
sirable. 

I know of many cases ofthe most 
deserving kind, where advantage 
could not be taken to earn money 
because the location of the work was 
too far away for them to take advant- 
age of it, for they could not leave 
home overnight. If it becomes neces- 
sary to continue relief work another 
year, I hope the Minister will bear 
this criticism in mind, and try and 
provide work where those needing it 
can take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity. 


Then again no provision apparent- 
ly was made for allowing men with 
large families any preference in the 
amount of work they might be per- 
mitted to do. This should be cor- 
rected. 


It appears to me also that large 
sums of money were wasted last 
year in making it necessary for the 
A.P.P. to personally investigate every 


application for rellef work. MThou- 
sands of miles were travelled to 
make these investigations, and as 


nine out of every ten settlers needed iis although the borrower is charg- 


the work and could qualify for it, all 
of this expense could have been sav- 
ed by permitting the foreman 
charge of the work to engage the 
men. Being a local man, he would 
also have a personal knowledge of 
the circumstances of each applicant 
and could pass on their applications 
much more intelligently than the 
Police, who probably never saw the 
applicant ibefore. se eae 

I hope the Government will try to 
work out a plan of relief work so that 
whatever work was undertaken it 
would result in permanent benefit, 
and some at least could be dropped 
from the relief list thereafter.

This hit and miss policy of relief 
work should not be continued. The 
Premier suggests a conference of all 
{Governments after the-Session to 
formulate a definite plan for the 
next four years. He is right. We give 
him credit for the idea, provided he 
can get credit to carry on the relief 
work. 

I found a great desire on the part} 
of settlers in-unorganized districts to 
be allowed to work out a portion of 
their taxes. Roads need to be open- 
ed up and improved. The Government 
has no funds with which to carry out 
this work, unless the taxes are paid. 
The settlers have no money to pay 
the taxes. Proceedings under the 
Tax Recovery Act are threatened. I 
would ask the Government to formu- 
late some system whereby settlers 
can work out at least a portion of 
their taxes. A schemé of this kind 
should work out to the advantage of 
all concerned.

Debt Adjustment Act, but nothing more proven its worth 


has been said about the abuse taking 
place under its cloak. 

Bootlegging of grain, livestock, and 
produce is prevalent. Sharp prac- 
tices are indulged in. A man sells his 
crop, then comes under the protection 
of the Act when his creditors take 
steps to get siome of the proceeds. 
False reports are submitted and in- 
correct returns are made, and noth- 
ing is done about it. Then again the 
cost of operating the Act runs into 
a very large sum — about $80,000.00 
annually—and is paid by the people 
of the province, instead of by those 
receiving its benefits. At least a 
sufficient charge should be made so 
that the Act will be self supporting. 


Only as a last resort should a 
farmer apply to come under the Act. 
He assigns to the Board his entire 
interest in his property and the pro- 
ducts of his labor, and cannot sell a 
chicken or a bushel of potatoes with- 
fut remitting the proceeds to the 
Board. All he is allowed for his own 
use is the revenue from a few cows 
and a small flock of poultry. ‘Then 
again, when he does remit the pro-. 
ceeds from the sale of any commod- 
ity and asks for a portion of it to be 
returned to him so that he can buy 
some of the necessities lof life, it is 
weeks before he receives it from the 
Board—and he and his family may 
starve or freeze to death in the mean- 
time. an 
+ Generally, the farmer ‘$4 \stampeded 
or frightened into seeking” the pro- 
tection of the Act by one single cred-. 
itor threatening or taking action. If 
there was some other method of hold- 
ing off this creditor, not one third 
of those now hotding certificates 
would have had to apply for protec- 
tion, 

This Act should be revised and an 
opportunity given all interests to 
place their views before a Committee 
of the House. 

Binder Twine Guarantees 

In reply to a question we are told 
that there still remains unpaid under 
the guarantee given the banks for 
binder twine purchases “the sum of 
$69,000, or about 25 per cent of the 
total amount guaranteed. Needless 
jto say, that this 25 per cent is going 
to be slow and hard to collect, and 
in the very nature of the transaction 
a heavy loss is bound to occur.

The Police Situation

(Interesting news letter from 


our Correspondent in the Press 
Gallery, Parliament Buildings, 


Edmonton, Feb. 29.—The highlight 
of the week in the Legislature was of 
course, the bringing down of the bud- 
get on Thursday by the provincial 
treasurer, Hon. R .G. Reid. It had 
been awaited with the keenest in- 
terest and as anticipated disclosed 
that the government intended to im- 
pose new taxation including a provin- 
cial income tax. 


One of the chief items of interest 
disclosed was that the government 
intended, if at all possible, to keep 
the deficit for the fiscal year ending 
March 31st, 1932, down to $4,000,000. 
It also showed that the government 
was budgeting for a surplus. of 
$149,200 for the ensuing year. Bsti- 
mated income was placed at $16,822,-

Following the introduction of the 
‘budget there was much unfavorable 
comment among the opposition. It

ed by the budget it did not overshad- 
ow the keen verbal sword play that 
took place during the entire week. 
Wordy battles have been waged 
across the floor of the House. A regu- 
lar barrage of criticism was laid down 
by the Liberals when the House was 
dealing with motions by W. R. How- 
sion, Edmonton, and L. A. Giroux. 

Mr. Howson’s motion sought to pre- 
vent any further loan, guarantee or 
advance being made by the govern- 
ment, except in urgent cases without 
the authorization of the assembly. 


It was finally defeated by a vote of, 


37 to 16 after a somewhat acrimon- 
ious debate. 


Mr. Giroux’s motion sought to ex- 
tend the homesteading privileges to 
all Canadians who were British sub- 
jects instead of restricting it to 
three-year residents of Alberta. This 
too, was defeated by a vote of 11 to 
41, the Conservatives voting with 
the government. 

Before the bill was finally disposed 

of Mr. Howson again objected. He 
claimed the government had not the 
{Power to proceed in this fashion ex- 
cept in cases of extreme urgency and 
nothing. had. been .said by’ the Prem- 
jer or the Provincial Treasurer that 
disclosed the slightest ungency. All 
that had been said was that if it did 
not go through that day then a num- 
ber of eastern brokers would be dis- 
appointed. He considered the govern- 
ment should study the disappointment 
of the taxpayers rather than that of 
the brokers. 

The Premier declared that the ur- 
gency was evident. They had an op- 
portunity to go on the market while 
other provinces and municipal bodies 
would have to wait. They only knew 
of this opportunity a day or two pre- 

| viously. ; 

After considerable debate Fred J. 
White, Labor, Calgary, moved an 
amendment which favored leaseholds. 
This was defeated without.a division. 

Mr. Hoadley declared it was not 
desirable to abolish homesteads at 
the present time. He admitted that 
the three-year residence clause had 
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prevented some people from settling 
in Alberta. ae 

, Premier Brownlee declared he fail- 
ed to see any advantage in the lease- 
hold system. He did -not think they 
‘were Violating Canadianism by the 
residence clause which was designed 
to enable the province to take care 
iof its own: distressed settlers in oth- 
er parts of the province. 

D. M. Duggan declared that the 
Conservatives did not favor home- 
steads, but for the present they 
would support the Government. 

Another battle royal was staged on 
the resolution of Mr. Howson to re- 
strict the powers of the Government 
in regard to guarantees. Mr. Hlowson 
hit out right and left at the adminis- 
tration policy, claming they were as- 
suming powers that no democratic 
government had a right to assume. 
He charged that they were able to 
pledge the credit of the province for 
| years to come without consulting the 


‘accredited representatives of the 
people. . 
| The government position was 


warmly defended by Premier Bnown- 
lee, who pointed out that only mem- 
bers of the administration were in a 
position to state what guarantees 
were really urgent. 

Hon. Mr. McPherson denied a 
statement that the government was 
resopnsible for more than $11,000,000 
guarantees. Much of the amount pre- 
vious governments were responsible 
‘for, he claimed. 


' Attorney-General Lymburn_ consid- 
ered the resolution one of want of 
confidence in the government. It de- 
claration to the world that the gov- 
,ernment’s hands were tied.

| After the Conservatives had inti- 
mated their support of the motion, 
Mr. Howson again returned to the at- 
tack in closing the debate. 


The fur flew once more when the 
‘bill to amend the provincial loans 
,act came up for second reading. The 
'purpose of the bill is to extend the 


power of the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council to raise by way of loan, any 
sum necessary to implement any 
guarantee given by the province. 

The bill was at once challenged by 
G. H. Webster, Liberal leader, who! 
moved that it be given a six months’ 
hoist. It was defeated by a vote of 
39 to 17, Conservatives voting with 
the Liberals. 

Mr. Webster declared the House} 
was entitled to know what guarantees 
had to be made-good and the neces- 
sity for making them good. He Was' 
mot prepared to give the Government 
a blank check which was what the 
bill, meant. Its previous financial 


was asked for. For the Conserva- 
tives, W. E. Payne, Red Deer, declar- 
ed the government had already gone 
a long way to impair the credit of 
the province by way of guarantees. 
He objected to giving wide powers to 
implement promises without the full- 
est information. ‘ 

Premier Brownlee stoutly defend- 
ed the Dill, pointing out that since 
1922 there had been an act that gave 
similar powers to the government but 
counsel for banks in the east had 
claimed that this was not sufficient 
for their purpose. The need had 
been urged in connection with the 
Wheat Pool bill. 

After considerable debate a resolu- 
tion proposed by H. C. Fathing, Con- 
servatife, Calgary, to reduce the 
members of -the Legislature from 63 
to 45 was voted down by 47 to 9, 
Liberals and Labor voting with the 
government. The result also carried 
with it the rejection of any change 
in the present system of voting. 
,sDuring the debate on Mr. Howson’s 
motion regarding guarantees, D. M. 
Duggan, Conservative leader, clashed 
with the Premier. Mr. Duggan de 
clared’ that Alberta’s losses on ad- 
vances and loans amounted to more 
than $11,500,000, while taking into 
account intangible assets, the am- 
ount was $24,000,000. 

Taken altogether the week has 
been a strenuous and lively one for 


the members of the House. For in- 
stance, the Liberals have already 
bombarded the government with 


;more questions than was fired at 


them during the whole of the last 
session. They have also declared 
their intention of examining . every

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Tariff on Raw Wool for 


Protection Home Growers 


Wm. [rvine, momber. for, Wetaski- 
win, spoke in the Federal’ House a 
few days ago on the resvlution: 
“That, in the opinion of this house. 
it is expedient that the governmqetit 
of the Dominion of Canada place .a 
duty on raw wool that would reason- 
ably protect the Canadian wool grow- 
ers.” 

The Hansard 
vine’s address is: 

Mr. William Irvine (Wetaskiwin): 
I shall not take very much of the 
time of the house in speaking on this 
resolution. Indeed I must be careful, 
in speaking about it at all, to indi- 
cate that in this matter I am speak- 
ing only for myself and for the ‘wool 
growers of Wetaskiwin. I shall not 
attempt to say that I am represent- 
ing all the farmers of Alberta and 
that they are all in favor of this 
resolution, because I do not know 
whether they are or not. 

It has been well understood 
throughout Canada fur some time 
that farmers generally, and certainly 
those farmers who are sufficiently 
organized to speak with one voice, 
have been protesting against tariffs 
of all kinds. If there is any change 
in the minds of organized farmers to- 
day it has been brought about large- 
ly by discouragement, having voted 
for so many years to reduce tariffs 
without obtaining any reduction of 
them. It may well be that they are 
wew beginning to wonder whether 
or not they should change their tac- 
tics. They are beginning to turn 
their minds towards the other possi- 
bllity, which is to obtain equal pro- 
tection with others as an alternative 
to tariff reduction. I do not say that 
that opinion is general, but if there 
is any such opinion, that, I imagine 
would be the interpretation of it. 

It must be evident to everybody 
that there are at least two ways in 
which our agricultural population can 
be brought to a_ basis of equality 
with other classes in the country so 
far as tariffs are concerned. The 
first is that tariffs be reduced on all 
things which the agriculturists have 
to buy, thus bringing the agricultur- 
ist nearer to a ibasis of equality with 
the other classes. The second is to 
impose new tariffs or increase the 
present rates on everything which 
the agriculturists have to sell. One 
in (Canada has professed to 
take the former course, to reduce all 
tariffs, and thus place the agricultur- 


report of Mr. Ir- 


ists on a basis of equality with all 
the other classes in the state: Yet 
ever since Confederation we have 


had a very high protectionist tariff, 
sustained by both parties in Canada. 
The other party say that they are 
going to bring about eqnality by 
imposing tariffs on everything which 
the farmer has to sell, and so far as 
the carrying out of that policy is 
concerned I think the hon. genrleman 
who moved the __ resolution (Mr. 
Swanston) deserves some credit for 
asking the government to do what 
they stated would be their policy 
when seeking election. I also hope 
that when those who advocate free 
trade once again 
elected to support a government, they 
will not hesitate to do as the -sup- 
porters of this resolution have done, 
and that is to come forward with a 
specific resolution urging the gov- 
ernment under those conditions to 
bring about reductions in the tariff 
as they were elected to do. 

May I say one other thing in that 
regard? The hon. member for South- 
east Grey (Miss Macphail) has just 
made a speech on this subject, and 
very properly she says that we are 
living in an interdependent’ world, 
and that tariffs cannot go on. That 
is. true, but. the curse: ofrit-is that, the: 
tariffs are going’ on. = 

Mr. Chaplin: We have heard that 
talk for fifteen years. 

iMr. Irvine: Yes, the only trouble 
is this interdependent world appar- 
ently does not know that it is in- 
terdepednent, and the fact is that 
tariffs do go on. I am not in this 
connection going; to subscribe to any 
argument whih might be brought up 
on the old battleground of tariff or no 
tariff, protetion or free trade. I 
shall not subscribe to or associate 
myself with fanaticism on either side 
of the question, and we have that on 
both sides of the house. undoubted- 
ly. On the contrary, I want to point 
out, as has often been done, that we 
are dealing not with a theory involv- 
ing free trade or protection, or 
whether the world would be better off 
.under the one policy or the other, 
but with this one fact, that the wool 
producers in Canada have to buy in- 
numerable articles which are protec- 
ted and which are increased: in price 
by protection, while the commoditiés 
which they are engaged in producing, 


have to be sold on the markets of} 8 


the world without any protection, 
thus placing them at a disadvantage 
as compared with the other :classés 
in Canada with whom they must deal. 
That is a practical proposition, and. XE: 
am. speaking of it: now for the reason. 
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that I have received. wires and _ let- 
ters from people in my riding unging 
me to support this very resolution. I 
have had wires also from the wool 
growers’ association, and innumer- 
able letters from individuals. I am 
going to head a section from one let- 
ter which I think will place ‘before 
the house better than I can the view- 
point of the wool grower, and that 
will be just about all I want to say 
in connection with the matter. 

Mr Hepburn: I do not think the 
hon. member has said very much yet, 
anyway. 

Mr. Irvine: My hon. friend has 
been so busy leading the forces. of 
reaction for the last six months or 
so that I question whether he is cap- 
able of passing judgment on a mat- 
ter of that kind. Further, when my 
hon. friend himself says something, 
either here or anywhere else, he will 
be ina better position to judge 
whether other people say anything or 
not. 

In quoting a section of this letter 
may I say to my hon. friend who has 
just interrupted (Mr. Hepburn) that 
I.am carrying out a principle’ to 
which I have always subscribed, and 
that is my task is to say from this 
seat what the people I represent 


; want me to say. That is perhaps too 


democratic for my hon. friend, but 
that is what I am trying to do now, 
and I will leave the matter to the 
judgment of the house. This writer 
says: 

“Wie have absolutely no protection 
raw wool but pay a pretty 
stiff duty on woollen goods. Under 
ordinary conditions I am not an ada- 
vocate of protective duties, but as 
Canada for the present at any rate 
has determined on a_ protectionist 
policy I feel that we farmers in all 
fairness should get whatever benefit 
We can out of that policy. I am 
speaking not only for myself but also 
for a large number of your constitu- 
ents, ,who, like myself, would very 
much appreciate your best efforts to 
have this matter put right. 

. That Mr. Speaker I think puts in 
a few words the position of the wool 
growers and what they are asking in 
this resolution. I would like to sug- 
gest to the government that if they 
carry out this resolution it may be 
necessary to do a little more’ than 
that, We ate aware of the fact 
which the hon. member for South- 
east Grey has mentioned, that  pro- 
tection does cease to have any value 
to agriculture at that point where 
the prices paid at home are determin- 
ed by the export price. That is 
true; it has bee ntrue in regard to 
butter to a very lange extent, and it 
true; it has been true in regard to 
any other commodity which may be 
similarly dealt with. It may be nec- 
essary in regard to the farmers who 
have received protection on butter, 
and who may receive protection on 
wool or other products, for the gov- 
ernment to go a little further than 
imposing a tariff which is only nom- 
inal, and make such tariff real by 
‘adopting some such methods as have 
been adopted im New Zealand Aus- 
tralia where export boards have been 
created to control from one common 
centre the export market and to 
maintain the home price at an econ- 
omic level, the board having power 
to issue the necessary regulations. 
What I would call the economic level 
is the price at which it is possible for 
the producer to continue to produce 
under all the given economic condi- 
tions. 

I hope Mr. Speaker that the gov- 
ernment will take into consideration 
not only the wool growers but also 
the dairy interests and other sections 
of agriculture which may be benefit- 
-| ted “by ‘protective measures. I 
not advocating either of the old phil- 
osophies of protection or free trade, 
but I do advocate equality—and may 
I repeat this—equality of the classes 
in Canada so far as legislation af- 
fecting their economic life is con- 
cerned, so that those who buy pro- 
tected goods may receive protection 
equal to those who sell protected 
goods. If this cannot be done, some 
other means will have to be consid- 
ered whereby such equality may be 
effected. I hope the wool growers 
will receive the consideration at the 
hands of the government outlined by 
the resolution.

“Fresh froin 


(Written for The Times by a prac- 
tical gardener of long experience). 


Protection Needed Now 

This is really the critical time for 
those wintering plants like fruit 
trees, strawberries, herbaceous per- 
ennial flowers, roses and shrubbery, 
just as it is for fall wheat and clover. 
During the middle of the day the sun, 
whieh is getting warmer, is quite 
likely to take the frost out of the 
top layer of the soil and start the 
sap coming up through the stems 
above ground. A few hours later, 
when the temperature falls at night, 
this sap may freeze with very seri- 
fous results to the plants concerned. 
The alternate thawing and freezing 
of the top soil too is quite likely to 
break the tiny feeding roots. To pre- 
vent this sort of thing, mulch with 
«parse, ptrawy manure, leaves or 
other material, particularly if Nature 
has not provided her own protecting 
against this potential spring damage 
that we should plant very tender 
things ina north exposure rather 
than one open to the full rays of the 
sun in early spring. 

A Hot Bed 


A hot bed will be found very use- 
ful, especially in those sections of 
Canada where the growing season is 
short, and it is nlot always possible 
to get a supply of started plants. 
With this simple contrivance we 
‘bring our flowers into bloom and our 
vegetables into production from two 
to four weeks sooner than if started 
from seed outdoors, and the cost is 
very small. We may construct our 
hot bed entirely abiowe ground by pro- 


. viding a wooden frame two feet high 
‘and the same size as the window 


sash we are going to use to cover it. 
Or, we may ‘simply dig a hole in the 
ground in some well drained place; 
two feet deep and the other dimen- 
sions the same as the window frame. 
Into this we put about eighteen inch- 
es of fresh horse manure, which has 
previously been turned fairly  fre- 
quently to prevent ,burning, and this 
is well pressed down. The duty of 
the manure is simply to provide 
heat, so if we cannot secure it Wwe 
may use a hot water pipe, if that can 
be arranged, as a substitute. Next, 
put in a two inch layer of fine rich 
loam and allow the bed to heat up 
ander the glass cover, which should 
slope towards the south to catch the 
full rays of the sun, and also to al- 
low any rain to run off. In about a 
week the heating will subside and the 
seeds may be planted in rows about 
an inch apart. In watering, at first, 
it is well to spread a coarse bit of

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cloth, and old sack will answer ad- 
mirably over the soil and sprinkle 
this. When the plants begin to send 
out their second set of leaves, trans- 
plant once in order to give room and 
encourage sturdiness. On warm days 
it will be well to raise the glass sash 
a little and as the plants near the 
size and time for setting outside, 
transplant again to a cold frame, 
which is a hot bed without the heat- 
ing manure, and harden off thorowgh- 
ly before removal to permanent quar- 
ters in the garden. One can also 
start plants in shallow boxes in a 
warm, sunny window, following the 
same general directions with regard 
to thinning and hardening. In the 
hot bed or sunny window such vege- 
tables as cabbage, tomatoes, head 
lettuce, peppers and egg-plant can be 
given a start, and also flowers like 
zinnias, cosmos, marigolds, asters, 
petunias, in fact anything that will 
transplant. In this, too, one can 
grow early lettuce, radish and cress 
which can be used directly out of the 
hot bed. 
Perennials Benefit by Moving 

It is rather a good rule to move 
perennial flowers into new quarters 
every three or four years. Such things 
as. the Iris 
clumps and often die in the centre if 
left in the same place too long, while 
deep-rooted plants like the Delphin- 
ium seem to use up all the available 
nourishment and become weak grow- 
ers after four or five years. By dig- 
ging up, dividing with a sharp’ spade, 
and removing to fresh quarters we 
have an opportunity too, of waging 
successful war against the weeds in 
the perennial bed, and of also intra- 
ducing a good commercial fertilizer. 
In the writers’ garden a portion of 
the. perennial bed is dug up and en- 
tirely ‘replanted each season. The 
best time to do this work ‘is either in 
the early spring, as soon as the 
ground can be worked, or else Sep- 
tember or October. At both periods 
most perennials can be moved with 
the least danger. During the first 
year of the ‘new. portion of the bed, 
‘one may fill in here and there with 
a few annuals like asters, petunias, 
zinnias, marigolds or cosmos, but 
these should not be used from ‘the 
second season on. Do -not plant your 
perennials too closely, remembering 
that the plant should have half as 
‘much room between it and its neigh- 
bor as it is high. Plenty of space al- 
lows easy cultivation and results in 
strong, branching growth, which will 
stand up better against wind and

A GRIM JOKE | 


“If Premier Brownlee has a sense 
of humor he will be thoroughly en- 
joying the joke he and his Govern- 
ment are having at the expense of 


the cities. To the cities, however, 
the joke is a grim one.” 
This is the sentiment expressed 


editorially by the Lethbridge Herald. 
It refers to the government's inten- 
tion of extracting a substantial rev- 
enue through imposing an income 
tax provincially, This tax is suppos- 
ed to put the province on a fair way 
to a million dollar revenue. It is 
doubtful if any great share is expect- 
ed from farmers. 
are easy to arrive at, but it is more 
difficult to figure the income of a 
farmer. His income is not fixed, and 
he has much more latitude than is 
permitted anyone in a city business 
or a wage earner. — 

The Lethbride paper continues: 
“In his letter to the mayor in regard 
to the protest of the city against the 
measure of collections from the city 
by the Government, Mr. Brownlee, 
referring to these, said that the list 
‘includes practically the entire source 
of the revenues of the province.’ In 
plain words here is an admission 
that the Government depends on the 
cities for ‘practically the entire 
source of the revenues of the’ Pro- 
vince.’ This dependence is so much 
appreciated that it hopes to depend 
further on the cities by extracting in- 
come tax which will mean a million; 
dollars to the Government, for it is 
obvious that the maximum portion of 
the million dollars must come from | 
the cities in the difficulty of estimat- 
ing the income of farmers in the 
rural districts. 

‘What would the Farmer Govern- 
ment do without the cities in the 
way of revenues, with the admission 
of Premier Brownlee that what is 
taken from the cities forms practic- 
ally the entire source of the revenue 
of the Province? The cities are clear-! 
ly the fairy godmothers‘of the Prov- 
ince. This, however, is evidently 
not appreciated by the Government 
in the measure it should be, for with 
the Government it is a case of taking 
from those who give more and more, 
as is apparent from what will be the 
result of the proposed income tax.’—

Tell me plainly if what our 
newspapers print is true or not be-' 
cause you told me that you have built 
a house and made a payment on your 
Tand and here we read that you are! 
hungry together. Unless we can’ 
earn money away from the farm we. 
all go hungry, whole villages togeth- | 
er. The food is being sold out of the ; 
country after taking it away from us. 
It seems to me our government is no 
longer Bolshevik else they would not 
let us hunger.
